BI-MONTHLY SUMMARY. 


(From The Cina Overland Trade Report.) 


Tue last issue of this report was dated 31st 
ulto, und-was published for transmission by mail 
steamor China, dispatched tho following day. The 
following is q summary of the political intelli- 
gence therein coatained. 


Tho Peiho was cleat of ice; the neighbourhood | 


of the capital:was veported {ree from marauders, 
and 2 good epring.trade was expected. 
Affairs in the valley of the Yangieze, in rela- 
tion to the Taiping rebellion, were in a most ua- 
satisfgetory state. Tho plan of the campaign ou 
the part of tho Imperin! government, bad beceme 
developed. The Futai of Kiangsu was making Soo- 
chow h e, and keeping the communications 
open, whilst Major Gordon was to capture several 
strong rebel posts, and etablishin himself gono 
thé Grand Canal, sever the insurgent line of com- 
mimication between Nanking and Hangchow at 
the same time forming a junctioa with Tsonz- 
kwo-fan, who commands the grand army which 
has for such alength of time becn bosieging Nanking. 


-| Simultancously with these movements, an Imperial 


force, assisted by the French Ningpo eontiagent, 
was to.attack Hungchow. Tt will be seen from 
a glanco ut the map, that-had thisplan been car- 


"yied out, the important spae of country, situate 


between the Grand canalund the Yaogtsze, would 
Deen cntirely. cleared of iusurgents ; and by 
ing the mandatins the-use ofthe Grand canal, 
must have resulted in {ho rebellion being sup- 
pressed on tho Yungtsze. 

Matters however oventuated quite differently 
to what wus cxpected. - Gordon marched Sow! 
and captured several of the places which it was 

‘The Taipings appear- 
‘ingin foree between him and Soochow, the. Fn- 
tai dispatched two corps of his army to drive them 
back and captiré the places they occupied. The 
insurgents proving #oo powerful, defeated, hoth 
-these corps and sacnaced Soochow, which cootain- 
eda vast number.of rebel eympnthisers. In a 
military point of view, Gordon was cut off. bat 
he wns considerei! fally equal to the emorgency. 
The attack on Hangchow had elso failed, ‘and 
thus it came to pass that the Taiping cause was 
again in the asvendont. 

Tt was stited that Major Gordon; in address- 
ing a friend, bud given itas his opinion, thathad 
the British authorities bestowed half the pains 
on the insurgents which they. hadlavished on the 
Mandarins, the Empire would by this time have 
bad government. It was averred that .there 
was no real sympathy on the part of foreigners 
for,cithar belJigerent, and the opinion was ven- 
tared upon that tho Mandarins were not only in- 
capable of suppressing the rebellion, but also of 
governing the vountry even were the rebellion 

essed. The policy of the British in esta- 
bishing the thirty mail, radius schenic was 
strongly coudemned, becuuso'in the absence of any 
agreement by way of setoff, whoreby suitable steps 
should-be adopted by- tho Mandarins to suppress 
the rebéllion, tbe effcot produced was simply to 
provide he Imperialista with a sanctuary end with 
pecuniary means too, wherein to collect force to 
prolong and perpetuate the misetics of au ap- 
parently. interminable, civil war. This radius 
scheme on the ono hand made the doninent 
cause utterly hopeless, whilst the other it simply 
prolonged the existence of # moribund gorern- 
ment, whose chief characteristic appenrs to: bo 
the dreud of reauscitation. ‘ 

Japan remained as a sealed book—another a3- 
sassination had taken place: the British feet still 
remained at Yedo under the command of Adml. 
Kuper and the influence of tho itjedo juggle. Sir 
Rutberfurd Aloock had sent some troops back to 
Shanghai, possibly by way of displaying tho olive 
branch. The opinion venturod upon was unfavo~ 
rable, heing to ‘the effoot that the treaties would 
never bo carried out without arccourso to arms; 
and: that the Japancse were seeking to gaintime 
to'collect the means of resistance. Jt is known 
that’Satsuma lately purchased a full ship load 
of beazy‘ordnauce, and also that the Japanese 


ambassadors took alarge stim of money to pur-y 
chase munitions of war in Europe. ° + J 


The events of the fortnight which as: sinc: 
elopied. have baon entirely cclipsed-by the ope- 
rattous conducted by Major (now Colonel) Gor- 
don against the Taipings.in the districts about 
Sorchow. Affairs nre now much’ better urder- 
stood, and -after- they shall be explained, no 
other conclusion can be como to than'that mat~ 
ters nrein ‘a most unsatisfactory state. 

It should he explained in the first place, that 
there are two distinct species of Taiping sul- 
diers. Orie, the people whom: the rebels capture 
aad press mto their service, or ctherwise people 
who join them from choice or for: subsistence io 
the valley of the Yangtsze. Tbe other, Kwang- 
tang (Canton) aud Kwang-si men, rathless veter- 
ans, most of, whom have served.througb many. 
campaigos. . The first have uo heart in the ro- 
bellion, boing ‘destitute or desperate men, who 
have as much cause to detest the mandatins, as 
they have the rebels, and who simply. chose the 
lesser of two evils, ‘The second are the Taipings 
proper; men who neither fear nor spare the Man- 
darins, and are those.whe have earned for the 
rebel osuse, that marauding character which has 
80 much injured it in the estimation 6f Europeans. 

These Kwang-tung and Kwang-simen appear 
to have latterly formed 'the garrison of Nanking, 
and to, have.been kept as a vorpé of reserve in 
cage of. emergonsy. . About. 12,000 of them were 
lately dispatched from Nanking to take tke field, 
and operate in the neighbourhood. of Soochow. 
Lt was this force which, as mentioned ia lust re- 
port, advancing towards Soochow, inflicted two 
reverses on tha Imperialists at Chang-vhow and 
Katsbing; outting of Gordon's eommunications. 

It shonid be. particularly. wbserved, that the 
force which Colonel Gordon hus-at his disposal, 
does not consist of the disciplined troops . which 
Ward loft behind him, The trausitions which 
Ward's force underwent soon after his deuth, and 
the continous! “ill. treatment of the mandarina, 
(sehich..Ward Shad not to contend “ugainst) soon 
‘resulted in ‘the defection of all the officers and 
nearly allthemen. Tho Futai can obtain troope 
for tho urmy koown.as his own, but Gordon's 
men nearly sll consist of rebels whom -be has 
captured and pardoned—that is to say, people of 
the class mentioned ‘above who have joined the 
Taipings from compulsion of desperation —not the 
Kwang-tung and Kwang-si men. 

This fact forcibly illustrates the apathy of the 
Chinese people gouerally. on the. subject of this 
robellio > as well ag their entire lack of confidence 
inthe mandarins. . Gordon’e military talents aro 
fully appreciated,. and, the troaps which he com- 
mandsare called the ‘ail conquering force.” yet 
he is 18¥t 10 rely on sailors’ boarding houses fur 


officers, and on rebel captives to recrnit bis ranks, 


which from continual défections have to be con- 
stantly replenished. ! 5 

‘The last mail left Gordon at Le-yang. ‘The re- 
bels by a ‘sortie huving raised the siege of Chang- 
chow, and beutes General Ching at Keshing, had 
ip a inifitary point of view; cut Gordon of. So 
soon as he had orgutised affairs at Leyang, he 
left it in charge of one of his best officers, the 
troops detached as the garrison being to # nan, 
oaptives ona previous occasion, Gordonthen pro- 
ceeded to a district city called Kintanj distant 
about thirty miles.“ The walls were foand in per- 
fectorder, but the Taiping garrison made not- 6 
sign, until a - practicable breach bad been osta- 
blished ‘and an assault. made—this the Taipings 
repulsed-—a second and: third assault met. with 
no better success, and the end of. it was that af- 
ter losing fourteen officers and one hundred men, 
in kitted und.wounded, the attack liad to be relin- 
quisbed, Gordon himself boing placed hors de con 
dat, by x deep flesh wound in the- thigh, 

He then fell back on Leyang. where hearing 
‘of the incursion of tho uboro named body: of 
Kwang-tung and Kwang-si ‘Taipings, he resolv- 
ed: to attack them. He fell in with a party of 
them abou} ten miles from Kiang-yin and easily 
scattered them, bus as.they flod.in the direction 
he didnot wish them to ¢o, fe did not pursue 
them far... He then organised an’attack on the 
extreme left of the enemy, fancying “that they 
would bo defented and would attempt to resch 
Chang-chow--in which ense the Inpperial foree 
‘at Kiang-yang would be. available fo oporate on 
then. He detached about. 1000 men for thix eer- 
tice. but did not take the field himself, doubt 
less in consequence of bis syound. “The Kwang-. 
tung and-.Kwang-si_ men, aware © of. their 
danger, av disposed their troops, as to lure Gor- 
don's detnchment on, until they. completely .sur- 
rounded it, when they attacked it—Gordon’s men 
were routed, und lust seven European officers and 
ane hundred sind fifty men: none of the -officers 
were killed in the fight, but were undoubtedly put 
to death afterwards ; for it must be obserred that 
thege Kwang-ai‘and- Kwang-tung men spare nei- 
ther age nor sex, aid are very different from the 


Taipings with whom foreigners have hitherto bad 
to deal. -~ fe edie eibreke ; 
What Gordon meant to do after this reverse, is 
not known, He has ordered ‘Quensan, his old 
bead quarters, which is on. the Shangbaj-side of 
Soochow, to be garrisoned. This proves that he 
anticipated « retrograde movement. The British 
military anthoritiss have kept quite aloof,"show- 
ing uo disposition whatever to interfere; 
General Ching returnad to the siege of Ka- 
éhing, whence he bad been beaten by « sortie. He 
made 2 breach ; assaulted and took the walls. The 
garrison having constructed a citadel, shut them- 
Selves up therein:. ‘This he also took, putting all 
the rebels to’tha’sword. This was probably a 
necessary step as'these Kwang-si men neither give 
nor take quattet,. but terrible stories are told of 
Genetal Chiny’s subsequent acts of cruelty. He 


earry the booty $F Suochow, und then to have 
Killed them also. De 

The French-contingent with the Imperia! army 
which they Jed, having returned to'the riego of 
Hangchow, the Tuipinga evacuated it after a very 
feeble resistance. The probability *is.that ‘they 
were starved out; that the place was of no use to 
them, and that.they were approhensiva of their 
communications with Nanking being eut off. 

The stnio of affairs ubout Soochow. as above, 
described, is peculiarly tRustrative of the effects 
of impotentinterference. Gordyn can do nothing 
without a suitable force. Since he took the field 
after his anfurtunate reconciliatica with the Fu- 
tai, he has. lost forty. European officers in killed 
und wounded, ‘and it is bardly:likely that he can 
obtain any more—besides. it cannot bo cxpected 
that troops devoid of esprit. de corps will follow 
him ut the imminent risk of their lives. < ‘Fhe 
scancs of devastation which werg witnessed by 
Gordon's force, ure most heartrendiag—in point 
of cruelty thure seems little difference between the 
Fuai and the Kwang-si men, ind as each retnli- 
ate on tho other, a war of extefuination must be 
the result, The districts which form the site of 
tho above named -ovcurrences, pré the righest, in 
China—they are, utterly. devastated, and Colonel 
Gorflon himself fa writing to e friend, jately states 
—— they [the Kwavgsi men] mafvh without boats 
or supplies, and live on the country—a resource 
however which will svon fail then.” 

One report hax it, that Colonel Gordon’s en- 
gagemont will expire in afew months and that 
be will thon retire. The probability is that he 
will.it once go to Queusan avd there “await the 
nerfection of fresh and suitable arrangements. 
Tho British Minister ‘has but to insist, in consi- 
deration of the radial schemo, the- protection of 
the Customs revenue, -und the ignoting of the 
‘Taipings, that a proper plan of operations shall bo 
luid down und carried out under Colonel Gordon's 
supervision, and that the money requisite’ slrall 
be paid out of the Customs revenuc, into one of the 
foreign banks: This is the only hope of an amelior- 
ative of affairs, and there can be ho question as 
to ite fensibility. ‘Eho Mandarins are not only 
incapable of grappling with the quéstion, but their 
venality is'so all absorbing, and their iimpracti- 
eabls obstructiveness so inteusa, that it simply 
ainounts to u cruel prolongation of the strife to 
place the meansin their hands to perpetuate it. 
|" ‘There is wo doubt that the yield of Raw Silk 
bas been yreatly interfered with, and much ap~ 
pretension exists as tu the future on this subject. 
‘Tho: Taipings arc clearly driven to desperation 
andi are doing their’ worst-as they consume the 
aubdtance of the districts they now occupy, they. 
will'move on to other districts‘now flourishing, 
and the above expression of Golonel Gordor is 
uot only signifivant as @ cunfessivn ‘of his inabi- 
lity to eject them, but is melancholy as illustrative 
of thé result just indicated. 

Trade generally is dull. The Chinese dre-atten- 
ding to their harvests, and very little business is 
doing. 


‘The intelligenva from Japan is.perplexing. Tho 
Micado and the Tycoon are gaid to have come to 
a perfect understanding on foreign affairs, which 
it is seid a council of great Damios is:to meet to 
adjust. Meantime not a single atep appears to 
have been txken to retrigve the retrograde move- 
ment which expelled foreigners from Yedo and 
Kanagawa, and drove. them'to: Yokohama; let 
alone towards compliatice with the treaties, which 
the state of affairs prior to this expulsion was 
very fur short of realiding. Tho-strong probabi- 
lity is that tho Japanese are secking to gain 
time until their m s of resistance sball be 
completed. -.Tho British Minister meunwhile is 
leaving no ‘stone: udturned to bring about an 
amicable solution of existing difficulties, so that 
his hands may bo streugthened in the coming, 
conffict. It. must bexbarne in ond et Sir, 
Rutherford Alcock, possesses the Gntife views! 
and confidence of the British Government. and 
thut he is negociating with a tine fleet at his 
elbow. « ‘The vase. is hopeless. A confederacy of 
feuds! nubles nevor yet listened to progress or 
reasun. Tho Japanese -IJamios are naturally 
averse to the sprcad of gonimerce and intelligonce, 
und they will have'to Ye coereed: by ‘very vige- 
rous measures, ere they can be brought to terms.
